Adiantums 

In order to have a good cut of adiantums for the holi- 
days new growth should be well along by this time. Be 
very careful and do not give beds too much water as this 
can be easily overdone at this season of the year. The 
surface soil should be allowed to become fairly dry 
before applying any water. It is a good plan to work 
the beds over each week which will tend to keep the soil 
in a sweet condition. When the fronds have made fairly 
good growth they will stand liquid feeding once a week. 
Where it is possible see that the adiantums have full sun 
from this out and do not fail to give ventilation when- 
ever possible. Be careful that the atmosphere does not 
become dry, as all adiantums love plenty of atmospheric 
moisture. Keep it right by damping down the walks 
three times a day. 

Cyclamen 

There is no end to the work on a progressive plant 
and cut flower growing establishment all the year round, 
and especially at this time is the rush of getting every- 
thing into shape for the winter’s work. Those who 
have made use of frames for the last two months for 
cyclamen must now get the plants indoors. The cycla- 
men does nicely in a house a little over 50 degrees at 
night, and the plants from now on should be kept mov- 
ing. Additional greenhouse space will soon be at 
liberty as chrysanthemums are cut out. While the cy- 
clamen will still do in frames for a few weeks, if well 
looked after and protected on severe nights, it is unwise 
to keep them out after the latter part of November. 
Give them a light position but not too sunny. Do not 
syringe overhead and it will pay to use the watering pot 
in lieu of the hose. Look ‘over the watering as early in 
the day as possible as they should become dry by night- 
fall. Keep the house in fairly moist state by damping 
down the walks night and morning. Place the plants 
well up to the glass so they will be forced to grow stocky. 


Lily of the Valley 

Newly imported pips, soon to arrive, cannot be forced 
with any success before the beginning of the new year. 
The flowers could be had, but the spikes would come 
bare of foliage. For early forcing choose the Berlin 
pips, and the Hamburg pips for late forcing. Cold 
storage pips will have to be relied upon for the holiday 
supply. An assorting into several grades of the pips on 
their arrival is now necessary, and the storing away can 
go hand in hand with the unpacking. A cold frame 
outdoors now affords the best and most convenient place 
where they can remain until repacked for cold storage 
rooms, or taken out for forcing. If it is merely to be a 
supply for winter, then no other place is needed. In

such a case the pips should be packed upright in boxes, 
with sand or soil between, under and over the bunches. 
This simplifies labor in bringing them in, especially 
when frost has solidified the entire contents of the 
frame. 
Orchids 

For some months now watering should be done early 
in the morning, and the amount of damping down of the 
floors will, of course, depend on the weather and the 
amount of fire heat being used. During sunless weather, 
watering should be done with greater caution, as the 
daylight is steadily declining now, and while some days 
are hot there are spells of dull weather. Most orchids 
will stand full sun now so let them have it in the fullest 
measure. Few orchids want a close, stuffy atmosphere, 
so ventilation should be given at all times when possible 
in greater or less quantity according to the outside con- 
ditions. With all orchids now in their winter quarters, 
some time must be given to the work of cleaning them, 
and any spare moments are well spent in this way. 
‘Temperatures should now be lowered in the several 
houses, as scientists tells us that plants make most of 
their growth at night. 


Pot Roses for Easter 
It is time now to lift or buy roses intended for Easter 
Just pot them in 5, 6 or 7-inch pots as they 
may require. If the roots are long and straggly, or in 
any way mutilated shorten them back. Use any good 
rose soil with some bone and wood ash mixed. Be sure 


forcing. 


to give them all good drainage and pot firmly. When 
they are potted give a thorough watering. It is a good 


plan not to prune too hard after lifting; just cut down 
to about 18 inches for the present as you can do the 
severe pruning when you start them up. Where the room 
is available it will be well to give the plants a week or 
two in a very cool house, after which they can be placed 
in some deep frame. Look them over once in a while 
as they should be kept moist at the roots. Plunge the 
pots up to the rims when placing in the frames, else they 
are liable to become broken by freezing. During mild 
weather expose them to full air as they should be kept 
cool until wanted for forcing. 


Preparations for Another Season 
The latter part of November might well be called the 
beginning of the winter season so it is well to look over 
your stock and see if you are short on palms or other 
decorative plants. Where such is the case lose no time 


in placing your order so they can be shipped before the 
real hard weather sets in. This little forethought will 
make it better for both buyer and seller.

Cleaning the Early Peach House 

Soon after pruning the trees, have the house thor- 
oughly washed down the same as we recommended for 
the early vinery. This applies to all fruit houses; it not 
only helps to exterminate pests but admits more light, 
which is something to be considered through the dull 
short days we usually experience when early fruit is in 
its first stages of growth. A coat of paint in addition 
will brighten things up and be a great and lasting bene- 
fit to the house. One coat of paint inside and outside 
during a year will double the “life” of any house. After 
cleaning the house cut away the trees from the trellis. 
It is impossible to make any kind of a job without the 
whole tree is cut away. Trying to tie the trees in with 
half the old tie remaining is poor workmanship. The 
trees should receive one or two sprayings before being 
put back on the trellis. If they have been clean through 
the past season give them one spraying as a preventive. 
Any that have been troubled with any kind of pests must 
be dealt with accordingly but whatever insecticides are 
used do not base the proportions on the trees that are 
growing outside as those that are forced under glass are 
more tender and due allowance must be made. Old 
trees that have quite some heavy wood in them at the 
base can be scrubbed with a stiff brush which will remove 
any bark that may be partly loose and make sure thai 
there are no small cavities left untouched by the sprayer. 
Have all the cleaning done before renovating the border 
as some of the chemicals will penetrate the top soil and 
while they may not poison or kill the roots directly they 
are best removed, which will be done if the top dressing 
is applied after all cleaning is done. Trees of several 
years’ fruiting wil! have a quantity of surface roots if a 
mulching of manure was given them during the past 
season. It is at this season of the year that the real 
benefit of mulching the trees will be visible. Do not try 
to remove all the mulch if it is filled with fibrous roots, 
nor rely on the fork to do all the work in connection with 
this; too many valuable roots will be broken by so 
doing. Rather get the hand and brush off all the loose 
material that will come easily leaving the rest to have a 
thin covering of soil. It frequently happens that the 
ball of a peach tree is a little higher than the rest of the 
border, which, although no good in itself, shows that 
there is @ quantity of the right kind of roots just below 
the surface. Other trees that are not so fortunate can 
have the surface soil removed until some roots are bared 
and new soil added to replace it. A few brickbats broken 
small and a little charcoal will be beneficial in keeping 
the soil open. Make the whole nicely firm with the big 
rammer. 

Starting Pot-Vines 


Pot vines that have had a rest can be started now. 
These early ones require a house to themselves to get 
the earliest and best out of them. Select a house that is 


easy to heat and one that gets all the sunlight possible. 
The heating pipes and benches should be so arranged 
that at least one pipe is underneath the pots and that 
the benches are deep enough to allow of a hot-bed being 
made up of sufficient depth to accommodate the pots in 
which the vines are growing. This hotbed system can be 
dispensed with for any that are grown in pots during the 
summer but for these early ones it is beneficial. There 
is a gentle, even heat there right from the start which 
helps the roots to move. Any excessive heat from this 
source will be injurious. While straw manure can be 
mixed in with leaves for this purpose I prefer only clean 
oak leaves. These will heat up themselves when they 
are watered through once. See that styptic has been 
used on all the cuts that were made through taking off 
the sublaterals. Plunge the pots to the rim in the leaves, 
and bend the canes in a semi-circle shape to retard some 
of the sap from the top buds. If this is not done probably 
there will be a few strong growths at the top of the cane 
at the expense of those lower. Try to get an even break 
all over the cane. Syringe the canes two or three times 
daily and shut up the house early enough to get warmed 
up well with sun heat. Maintain a night temperature of 
40 to 45 degrees. 


Forcing Rhubarb and Asparagus 


Neither of these subjects are particular where they 
grow so long as they have some moisture and heat. Both 
will grow in the dark but asparagus is best given the 
light. A mild hotbed of half long stable manure and 
half leaves will be a big advantage to them. Should 
the manure be hot add more leaves. Pack the roots in 
as closely as they will go, working down some fine soil in 
between. Cover the asparagus over with two inches of 
rough leaf soil. Do not allow the roots to become dry 
and keep plenty of moisture in the atmosphere. Start 
them with a night temperature of 50 to 55 degrees ; after 
growth has nicely started do not allow it to go below 55. 
Make the usual advance by day. 


Prepare for Pot-Trees 


Providing the pot-trees have had some frosts on them 
they can be started as soon as the house can be got 
ready for them. Have the house clean to receive them 
and also give the trees an additional spraying before 
they are admitted. To save room for a time the trees 
can be placed double thick until the flowers expand ; the 
only drawback to this is some buds are sure to get 
rubbed off when being shifted around. . 


Protect the Outside Walls 

Vineries or peach houses that are to be forced early 
and have not got a heating pipe close to the outside wall 
will often have the frost penetrate through, keeping the 
border cold. This can be remedied by packing leaves 
against the wall (outside) and covering them over with 
long straw manure to prevent their blowing away. Bet- 
ter have this job done before the leaves are used else- 
where.

Holiday Time 

Once more the holidays are coming, and that means a 
vood deal to our trade, as well as to other lines of 
business. Places doing retail work had better be well 
supplied with all the necessary materials from paper to 
the boxes that the fancy trade demands. Doubtless 
many growers will make the mistake so often made, and 
will try to hold the cut flowers back so as to get the 
benefit of the higher prices then paid. This is all right 
when it is well done, but should never be carried to any 
extreme. Never attempt to hold the cut blooms long 
enough to impair the quality of the same. Remember 
that all the cut flowers go to the retailer before they find 
their way into someone’s home, and it may take two days 
or more to make the trip from the wholesale house to the 
home, and then they are expected to last there for a 
while, or at least ought to, for the home where poor 
flowers arrived will no doubt be without them for a 
while to come. Help to sell your own stock as well as 
do a good thing for the trade in general by always 
having your stock top-notch, the very best it is possible 
to produce. 

Holding the Plants Back 

This is another practise that must not be carried to 
any extreme or serious trouble may result, for when the 
plants are checked right in the midst of the season it will 
iake something to start them again. It may be very well 
to retard the plants just a little to keep the buds from 
opening too rapidly, and thus hold them a day or two 
longer, but to reduce the temperature away down to hold 
the whole crop is a matter that none of us should attempt 
to have anything to do with. Four degrees less than the 
regular temperature is about as low as we would let any 
of our growing houses get, and we think it is about the 
limit. Should you wish to use the house for other plants 
than roses after the holidays are over then of course it 
will pay to run the plants for all that they are worth, 
running the house so as to get most out of it while it 
lasts, and letting it go when it is through. 

Wood for Propagation 

Now as soon as the rush is over the propagation of 
the coming season’s plants will begin in earnest. Many 
growers will depend on the blind wood that the roses 
produce for the necessary material, but we find that it 
pays in the long run to set aside the required number of 
plants and pinch all the buds as soon as they appear, 
and then let the wood ripen enough to be used, and then 
cut it up as soon as possible. This will give good cut- 


tings as a rule, cuttings that will root almost 
evenly and produce plants that will be very 
much the same grade. This is just what is 
wanted, for the more even the plants are in 


growth and size the better will they be to handle and 
grow to produce good results. With Beauties it is much 
the same. Surely you are not encouraging the flowering 


qualities of the plants by using blind wood to make cut- 
tings from. We would not advise using the wood that 
bears buds for that is far too expensive. There is 
plenty of nice flowering wood on the plants that can be 
used and will answer the purpose very well. 


The Fire in the Propagator 


Do not wait until you are ready to put the cuttings 
into the sand before you start the fire in the boiler to 
heat the sand in which the cuttings are to be inserted. 
Have the sand warm two or three days at least before 
the cuttings are put in. This will give you.a chance to 
see if the sand heats well, and if there are any places 
that run too cold to root the cuttings. .This can be 
remedied before the cuttings are put in, and if delayed 
will prove very bothersome, to say the least. Have all 
in running order before you cut the wood for your cut- 
tings, and you will have much better success than to 
attempt to save a little coal. A bench of cuttings is 
worth much more than a few shovels of coal; at least 
we find it so, and we run things accordingly. 





Gardeners and Lockjaw (Tetanus) 


Agricultural laborers and gardeners are very subject 
to infection by the bacilli of tetanus, because their work 
brings them into contact with the soil and especially 
soils containing organic manures in which the bacillus 
appears to go through one of the cycles of its existence. 
Greenhouse soils by their high manurial content and 
the heat and moisture in which they are environed are 
veritable hot beds of incubation for tetanus bacilli. As 
in the nature of things the greenhouse-man’s hands 
must be, during working hours, contaminated to a 
greater or less extent by the soil and as he is very fre- 
quently using a knife or working among roses whose 
loving embraces are very liable to make “the red blood 
flow,” it is a wonder that infection is not more common 
than it is. Fortunately our blood contains the requisite 
resistant qualities to oppose the inroads of this terri- 
ble disease, else few would escape. But once in a while 
a direful calamity occurs and some vigorous man is 
cut off in his prime. Such as a few years ago was the 
case with James Brydon of South Lancaster, Mass., 
than whom no brighter light ever illumined the gar- 
dening profession, and from time to time we see it re- 
corded in our horticultural press where some man has 
died from lockjaw resulting from the scratch of a rose 
thorn or some other trivial wound which has opened 
the gates for this insidious foe. And the pity of it all 
is that a little timely cauterization or disinfectant 
would have prevented these sad deaths. 

The object of this article is to bring home to all who 
read it the ever-present danger of infection by this 
dreadful disease, and more especially by means of slight 
scratches and bruises which quickly heal over, as herein 
lies the greater danger, the germ being avaerobic (can 
only grow where free oxygen is excluded) it is these 
little neglected wounds that should be opened and 
cleansed with some good antiseptic such as peroxide of 
hydrogen or a solution of carbolic acid. It may, and 
does seem like a lot of trouble to bother to disinfect 
every little scratch or bruise but if you once saw a 
person die of tetanus you would think it well worth 
while even if the chances of contracting the disease are 


somewhat remote.

There was a time when the Boston shows excelled in 
this particular line but the old spirit of rivalry between 
skillful gardeners aided and abetted by equal ardour on 
the part of their employers, has apparently died out 
completely and it is now several years since anything 
exceptional in plant growing and training has been seen 
at the Boston exhibitions. Of course, it goes without 
saying that the premiums offered for such productions 
have no relation to the cost of growing them, and in 
many cases the first prize will hardly pay cost of trans- 
portation.

Two kinds of nized as a man of intelligence and 
“shows” taste in floral exhibition matters, 
writes, “Your remarks anent attrac- 
tions at shows in your last issue were to the point. If 
we must have these lamentable ways of staging things 
let them be confined to one day to be known as Growers’ 
Day, then have the materials given over to experts to ar- 
range in the most attractive manner.” We are not pre- 
pared to say that Mr. Donlan’s suggestion is entirely 
practical but in principle it is in accord with what we 
have been preaching these many years. Our communi- 
cation from Rochester relative to the great popular suc- 
cess of the show in that city, which appears in this issue, 
would seem to indicate that the enterprising florists and 
gardeners of that section have succeeded in solving the 
question of public support for floral exhibitions on ex- 
actly the plan we have been advocating. Pictures we 
have seen of the exhibition in Chicago, held at the same 
time, show the opposite extereme—a growers’ show on 
time-honored lines simply. Being in a large degree a 
trade affair on account of the participation of the C. S. 
A., perhaps no other course was entirely feasible at 
Chicago on this occasion but we are not at all surprised 
to hear that the attendance of the public was very slim. 


Our seed trade readers will be interested 
“Free seeds” to know that in the estimates recently 
submitted to Congress it has been rec- 
ommended that the distribution of ordinary vegetable 
and flower seeds be discontinued and that the part of the 
$300,000 heretofore devoted to this use be applied to 
some better purpose. If Congress sees fit to accept the 
recommendation, we are informed that it is the inten- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture to give particular 
attenticn to the securing and distribution of new and val- 
uable seeds and plants, including forage crop seeds, 
whose character and quality will be thoroughly known 
and tested; and pains will be taken in every instance to 
see that a sufficient supply is sent to make it worth while 
for the individual farmer to make an experiment. 
Apart from the very natural disapproval by the seed 
trade of the seed distribution as carried on in recent 
years, there is no question that from the most favoring 
standpoint it has been a superfluity and an unnecessary 
drain on the government purse. This collecting and 
giving away of seeds often of a grade far inferior to the 
stock sent out by reputable seedsmen has put the De- 
partment in a ridiculous light before the public and its 
discontinuance would be hailed with satisfaction by 
many other than the seed trade people. While on the 
subject we would say that the work of collecting and 
disseminating seeds and plants or experimental pur- 
poses, as conducted by the Office of Foreign Seed and 
Plant Introduction, of the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
appears to have been wisely conceived and well carried 
out. 
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THE ROCHESTER SHOW. 


Rochester’s Fourth Flower Show, 
which came to a close on Satur- 
day, November 8th, will be re- 
membered as one of the most suc- 
cessful which have been held, both 
in attendance and in the excellence of 
the exhibits. Although the correct fig- 
ures of the attendance are not quite 
ready it is thought that in the neigh- 
borhood of 18,000 people paid admis- 
sion to the hall in the five days the 
show was open and in no instance 
was anyone heard to remark but that 
the general plan and arrangement was 
superior to that of any previous ex- 
hibition held by the Rochester Flor- 
ists’ Association 

Rochester’s Flower Show differs 
from the general run of exhibitions 
in that no prizes or awards of any 
kind are offered, those having charge 
of affairs believing (and, the past suc- 
cesses have proved this to be a fact) 
that if you wish to interest the peo- 
ple in flowers to such an extent as to 
get them to pay their good money to 
go to a flower show, it is necessary 
that the flowers you are exhibiting 
should be placed there in an artistic 
manner in order that they may lose 
none of their beauty, and when this 
is done it seems to us that a flower 
show planned and arranged as we 
have it in Rochester can be made to 
pay for itself and possibly may show 
a slight profit. The latter, however, 
has not been our aim. The thing is 
to get the public interested in flowers 
so that more flowers will be used by 
the people and to this end we have 
eliminated the long and tiresome rows 
of tables of the conventional flower 
show with the exhibits crudely ar- 
ranged thereon, and, in their stead, 
have placed a_ beautiful garden 
through which the people can wander 
at their leisure and while admiring 
may listen to the strains of sweet 
music. 

The plan this year was drawn up 
by William Pitkin, Jr., a prominent 
landseape architect of this city, the 
garden effect being of early German 
design. The entire main hall was sur- 
rounded by a hedge of arborvitae 
about six feet high which acted as a 
background for the exhibits, the points 
where the walks intersected being 
connected by arches of the same ma- 
terial and the ceiling hung with gar- 
lands of wild smilax illuminated with 
special lighting fixtures. The entrance 
to the annex or new part of the hall 
was reached by a lofty archway di- 
rectly in front of which was placed a 
large fountain—that, too, being of 
early German design—which was 
beautifully illuminated by electric 
lights. The ceiling of this part of the 
hall was hung with laurel roping 
which gave it a very striking appear- 
ance and at the rear of the fountain 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary Florists’ Asso- 
ciation conducted a Tea Garden under 
the management of Mrs. Dunbar, 
which was a very successful undertak- 
ing and a great convenience to the 
people. 

In the annex a new feature was 
added this year—namely, two dining 
rooms elegantly furnished in which 
were arranged elaborate table decora- 
tions under the supervision of Felix 
Albert. These rooms were the rendez- 
vous of the lady visitors and created 
a great deal of interest and in the fu-

This collection was classi- 
fied and arranged by Mr. Horsey un- 
der the direction of John Dunbar and 
great credit is due these gentlemen for 
this very fine display.

GARDENERS’ AND FLORISTS’ CLUB 
OF BOSTON. 


The meeting on Tuesday evening, 
November 18, was attended by a large 
concourse of members, who were dis- 
appointed by the inability of the lec- 
turer of the evening to appear on ac- 
count of illness, but who were well 
repaid for their trouble in the spicy 
discussions that were precipitated by 
the inquisitiveness of some of their 
number. It was a really enjoyable 
meeting with much good nature ap 
parent throughout. No less than 
twenty-three new members were voted 
in. 

On the exhibition platform were 
some fine snapdragons from the sec- 
retary, W. N. Craig, which Mr. Craig 
said were grown from seed planted 
last April. A. M. Davenport’s Lor- 
raine Sport made a very handsome 
object on the exhibition platform. It 
was commented upon as the best sport 
from Lorraine begonia thus far. Very 
compact, with flowers much larger 
than the type; habit more robust and 
plant easier to handle and pack than 
Cincinnati: as the foliage is not so 
large. Alex. McKay was represented 
by a grand specimen of Begonia Baron 
Rothschild, which he said was grown 
from a leaf cutting one year ago, and 
which he says is far superior to Lor- 
raine in keeping qualities in the dwell- 
ing house. He also had some speci- 
men chrysanthemum blooms. An- 
swering a query he gave the names of 
Well’s Late Pink, William Turner, 
Ramapo, Mrs. Gilbert Drabble, H. 8S. 
Converse, and Merza as a first-class 
six for show blooms. S. J. Goddard 
had carnations Yellow Stone and on 
behalf of Baur & Steinkamp, Radi- 
ance. Patten & Co. showed Princess 
Dagmar and Seedling 561, a lovely 
pure-toned light pink. W. W. Edgar 
Co. showed a fine plant of the new 
Germania azalea, a very promising 
early flowering variety, and some 
small plants of Mme. Petrick grown 
on Own roots. 

During the examination of Mr. Mc- 
Kay on chrysanthemum growing, Dun- 
can Finlayson gave a glowing descrip- 
tion of the giant specimen plants he 
had seen at the New York show. The 
question of the methods by which 
these enormous plants had been 
grown and the comparative skill re- 
quired as between old clumps held 
over and one-stem plants from cut- 
tings brought out some rapid-fire wit 
and repartee between the enthusiastic 
admirers of Messrs. Waite and Can- 
ning and the critics of their accom- 
plishments as displayed in New York. 

The deaths of P. S. Duke and BE. L. 
Pierce were reported and Messrs. 
Stewart, Craig and Finlayson were ap- 
pointed to prepare resolutions on the 
latter.

As all plants are plainly labeled 
a visit here is an opportunity to see 
what is being developed in the chrys- 
anthemum world.

As a general proposition, 
the heavy stock of mate- 
rial that daily encum- 
bered the wholesale markets when last 
report was made, has been noticeably 
reduced. This is due in part to the 
waning chrysanthemum output and in 
part, we believe, to the proclivities of 
the growers in holding back their cut 
as much as possible for the expected 
Thanksgiving Day call. 


BOSTON 


are not very plentiful, neither are 
roses and both these staples have 
gone up a peg in market value. Vio- 


lets are very scarce. Lily of the val- 
ley excellent in quality. Paper white 
narcissi are coming in freely. Very 
fine Sunburst and Killarney Queen are 
in evidence and they bring a good fig- 
ure when on 24 to 28-inch stems. 
Chrysanthemtms have a bedraggled 
look and the end is not far off. 


The supply in roses 
BUFFALO has fallen off consider- 
ably and the conditions 
have got back to normal. Chrysanthe- 
mums are in full swing and have sold 
quite satisfactory. Some __— choice 
Golden Wedding and Maud Dean 
have had ready sale. There, too, is 
the usual amount of ordinary stuff 
which blocks up and are moved for 
whatever can be realized. So far Ma- 
jor Bonnaffon has not been up to pre 
vious years in quality—more of the 
small stuff than the good large size. 
Violet sales were brisk for one day 
only and have again fallen back to 
the forced sale. Lily of the valley 
continues in normal supply and has 
remained steady. Lilies are more ac- 
tive and there has been a call for 
good Beauties which are scarce. The 
poor quality has not sold and Milady, 
which are excellent are preferred. 
There is a good demand on asparagus 
and other greens, some laurel and 
southern smilax have been used ex- 
tensively the past week. 
The market is consid- 
ered to be in’ a very 
good condition, with a 
general shortening up of stock. De- 
mand has been good and while there 
had been no specially heavy calls, as 
often occurs, the great bulk of flowers 
moved off at fair prices. Quite a num- 
ber of sweet peas are coming now, 
the stems of most of them being of 
fairly good length and meet ready 
sale. American Beauties are still 
holding second place to chrysanthe- 
mums, but no one seems to have any 
going to waste. Extra long stems sell 
more slowly than the medium grades, 
but this is not confined to chrysanthe- 
mum season only. The call for or- 
chids is just now rather ahead of the 
supply and prices are made according- 
ly. The supply of good carnations has 
shortened and probably will remain so 
till after the holidays. Home-grown 
violets are in fair supply, the eastern 
stock arriving in limited quantities 
during the warm damp weather. There 
is no excess of greens in any line. 
Most of the wholesalers report few ad- 
vance orders for Thanksgiving and do 
not anticipate amy great demand for 
flowers for that day.
